Had Cataline had Time te have feen 
and confider’d the Miferies he induced; and the 
Foundation which he cértainly laid for the De- 
ftruction of that glorious Commonwealth, I am in- 
duced to think he would have relented, Villain as be 
was, and have pitied his Country, when he could not 
have reftored her. But, fuppofing I am miftaken, 
there are few Men of Catgline’s Character, fince, as 
Machiavel well remark'd, it is as eaſy to find a Man 

fectly good, as thoroughly bad. When there- 
ore Succefs hath ftated, or repeated Difappointments 
have cured Ambition, the proud Author of his 
Country’s Troubles, when he finds ir our of his 
Power to heal them, laments over them, and leaves 
his Example asa Caution to others, how they in- 
dulge their Paffions at the Expence of the Publick. 
Thus, tho’ the End of fuch a Man may be bene- 
ficial to the Society of which he is a Member, yet, 
with refpe@ to himfelf, one may fafely fay, that his 
laft End is worfe than his firft: For while he was 
profecuting the Purpofes of his Ambition, his Spirits 
were in too great a Flutter to fuffer Refle@ion to

It he has no Conſidera- 
tion of the publick Good ; If the Benefits of Peace,

‘a Man is doing this, when he is ufing the Words, 
and framing the Expreffions which are fuitable to the 
Character > aflumes, he muft certainly fometimes 
call to Mind, that it is a horrid Iniquity 10 be the 
very reverfe of what he feems: For the Love that he 
attraéts by pretending to be a Patriot, muft be to 
himfelf the Meafure of the Hatred he deferves for 
being what he really is, the Enemy of his Country, 
and the Dec: iver of his Countrymen. 

On kg mav fafely venture to athrm, that the moft 
ambitious Man living can find but one Excute for 
negleéting this Advice; and this Excufe, like moft 
Excufes for great Crimes, cannot be ftated, without 
fhewing its own Infufficiency. Iaim at Power, would 
fuch a Man fay. “Tistrue, and the Means by which 
lendeavour to acquire it, are not juftifiable in their 
Nature, yet I intend finally to free both them and 
myfelf from Cenfure, by the Ufe 1 propofe to make 
of Power when once attained. I will then lay afide 
all my old Habits, aud, like @ Player, who has ac- 
quired an Eftate, quit the Theatrical Air, and be- 
ceme truly a werthy Gentleman.

There is no beiog 
fure of this, We only know with Certainty, that he 
was born under a free State, and died under a Tyran- 
ny of hisownvereéting, Dicd as a Man, decently 5 
but as a Citizen, detcftably. Yet no falfe Patriot will 
ever {peak more plaufibly than did Cefar. His Elo- 
quence was fatal alike to his Country and himfell: Ie 
enabled him to deftroy her, and to put the very beft 
Capacity that ever Roman poflefled, to the very worft 
of Ufes. A melancholy Inftance he was, of the 
Extenfivenefs ot human Abilitics, and of human 
Weaknefs. 

Tuts Paper was not written with any particular 
View, much lefs ro point at any particular Perfon ; 
all I aim at is, to fhew the W ickedndt of cogagirg 
in Meafures which we know not to be right ; and che 
Folly of hoping to fet all Things rigit, when we 
have gone tothe utmoft extent of Wrong.
